Both ships sailed for Baropean porte with general 
cargo, The "Pan Crescent” eventually left Venice on Septender 
26th for Constensa and the "Pan York? left Genoa on September 
29th for Istenbul. On arrival at those ports the vessels were 
sold by the F. & 5, Shipping Co. to new omers. In these 
circunstences it was clear that, while in the omership of the 
F. & Be. Sidpping Co., the ships could not have been employed in

one side in French and the other side in Arabic, protesting against 


the partition of Palestine. 


2. This emenates from the "Mouvement du Triomphe des 
Libertés Democratiques", which is in fact the proscribed "Parti 
Populaire Algérien" headed by Messali Hadji, the extreme nationalist 
leader in Algeria. The statements of complicity between the 

Sionist organisetion and French authorities in Algeria as regards 
encouragement of illegal immigration from Algeria are not true. 

As pointed out in my various despatches the Governor General and the 
higher French authorities have adopted a most helpful attitude in 
this matter resulting in the largely frustrated embarkation of Jews 
near Guyotville on the night of the 5th November (see my despatch 
No. 120 of the 10th November), and the statemen’s to the effect that 
Sionists and illegal immigrants awaiting transport to Palestine were 
being permitted to carry out military training, manoeuvres and the use 
of small arms on Algerian soil are totally untrue. 


os As stated in my telegram No. 1 of teday's date, Algeria 
may now be considered to have been cleared of all parties of pros- 
pective illegal immigrants to Palestine, who were at one time awaiting 


outward transportation from here.
